ment gave to the executive sweeping 
and almost unlimited powers. 
State* 
having similar constitutional restric­ 
tions were coml»ed carefully for pre­ 
cedents, but the sol on s finally waived 
arguments and

Winters, of Erie, was one of 
the few Demo« rats who deserted to 
the Republican side.
